N ig ht after nig ht he watched 
throug h the weary hours until day lig ht 
without having sent or received a sin­ 
g le messag e ex cept the perfunctory sig ­ 
nal—the letter “ B ” —which all opera­ 
tor* were req uired tt) send over the wire 
every half hour as a proof that they 
were on duty and at their post*. F inal­ 
ly the future “ w izard” beg an some 
electrical ex periments to while away 
the time. W ithin a few day s he had a r­ 
rang ed a switchboard contrivance on 
the clock which every 30 m inutes re­ 
leased an autom atic attachm ent that 
teleg raphed the sig nal “ B” and the 
num ber of the *tation over the railw ay 
wire. 
After that lifH wa* too easy for the 
y oung operator. 
He would g o on duty 
narly in the evening , and after having 
several conversations over the wire w ith 
the train dispatcher would turn on the 
switch and g o to sleep 011 a cot in the 
rear of the office. Throug hout the nig ht 
the clock would report the station “ on 
duty ” reg ularly every half hour. 
Thi* device worked like a charm. No 
one know* how long it m ig ht have re­ 
mained in use were it not for the fact 
that in au evil moment the y oung in­ 
ventor took another operator into his 
confidence. The latter attem pted to con­ 
struct an autom atic m achine and failed. 
It succeeded, however, in tang ling m at­ 
ters so badly that an investig ation was 
set on foot, which resulted in retiring 
y oung Edison to private life for several 
y ears.—Chicag o Times-Herald.

D a ng ero us In k. 
It sometimes happens th at a trifling 
scratch or puncture made w ith a t*eu 
g ives rise to dang erous 
septicem ia. 
The chemical constituents of the ink 
which is introduced by the pen into the 
wound are not capable of producing sep­ 
ticaemia, but 
microscopical ex am ina­ 
tion proves that the ill effects are due 
to the liability of ink to contain patho­ 
g enic bacteria. Dr. M arpmann of Leip- 
sie has recently published the results of 
the microscopical ex am ination of H7 
samples of ink used in schools. Most of 
them were made w ith g all nuts and 
contained saprophy tes, bacteria and mi- 
crococci. 
Nig rosin ink taken from a 
freshly opened bottle was found to con­ 
tain both saprophy tes sud bacteria. Red 
and blue ink also y ielded numerous 
bacteria. 
In two instances Dr. M arp­ 
mann succeeded in cultivating from 
nig rosin ink a bacillus which proved 
fatal to mice w ithin four day s. 
This 
ink had stood in au open bottle for 
three months, and the inference t-o be 
draw n from the inq uiry is that ink 
used in schools should alway s be kept 
covered when not in use.—London Lan­ 
cet.

Edison noon chafed under this inac­ 
tivity. 
N ight after night he watched 
through the weary hours until daylight 
without having sent or received a sin­ 
gle message except the perfunctory sig­ 
nal—the letter ” B ” —which all oi**ra- 
tors were required ta send over the w*ire 
eviry half hour as a proof that they 
were OH duty and at their posts. F inal­ 
ly the future "w izard ” lagan some 
electrical experim ents lo w hile away 
the time. W ithin a few days he had ar­ 
ranged a switchboard contrivance on 
the clock which every 80 m inutes re­ 
leased an autom atic attachm ent that 
telegraphed the signal " B ” and the 
number of the station over the railw ay 
wire. 
After th at lifa was too easy for the 
young operator. 
He would go on duty 
*arly in th** evening, and after having 
several conversations over the w ire with 
the train dispatcher would turn on the 
switch ami go to sleep on a cot iii the 
rear of the office. Throughout the night 
the clock would report the station "on 
d u ty ” regularly every half hour. 
This device worked like a charm . No 
one knows how long it m ight Imve re­ 
mained iii use were it not for the fact 
that iii mu evil moment the young in­ 
ventor took another operator into his 
confidence. The latter attem pted to con­ 
struct an autom atic m achine and failed. 
It succeeded, however, in tangling m at­ 
ters so badly that an investigation was 
set on foot, which resulted in retiring 
young Edison to private life for several 
years.—Chicago Times-Herald.

D a n g rro u n I n k . 
It sometimes happens th at a trifling 
scratch or puncture made w ith a |**n 
gives rise ta dangerous s e p tic a lia . 
The chemical constituents of the ink 
which is introduced by the pen into the 
wound are not capable of producing sep­ 
ticem ia, but 
microscopical exam ina­ 
tion proves th at the ill effects are due 
ta the liability of ink to contain patho­ 
genic bacteria. Dr. M arpm ann of Leip­ 
sic has recently published the results of 
the microscopical exam ination of 67 
samples of ink used in schools. Most of 
them were made w ith gall nuts and 
contained saprophytes, bacteria and m i­ 
crococci. 
Nigrosin ink taken from a 
freshly opened bottle was found ta con­ 
tain both saprophytes aud bacteria. Red 
aud blue ink also yielded numerous 
bacteria. 
In two instances Dr. M arp­ 
m ann succeeded in cultivating from 
nigrosin ink a bacillus which proved 
fatal ta mice w ithin four days. 
This 
ink had stood in an open bottle for 
three mouths, aud the inference to be 
draw n from the inquiry is that ink 
used iii schools should alw ays be kept 
covered w hen not in use.—London Lan­ 
cet.

My sister was too weak to milk the 
cow, and my uncle, being old and 
lame,

go to see 
them .

W ednesday, 
and 
H arry

appear until 
Saturday. 
When he did come he was 
accompanied bv another man. He went 
to the store for oil. we had no light, but 
there w as a platform dance that night 
aud he d idn’t get home u n til near morn- j 
ing. My sister always cared for her chil­ 
dren often going hungry herself.

H arry took the boy away to K ittanning, 
and said he would also rent a house j 
I had to go for the boy and found he 
had not rented a house.

But just after M cKinley was elected 
to the highest office in the United Stares 
his old companion in arms, Allen, was 
sent to jail for robbing the mails. 
His offense was a very serious one. 
He robbed the United states mail st 
Pierce City, Mo., aud clubbed the man 
in charge of it. 
He was sentenced to five years’ im­ 
prisonment aud sent to jail at Jefferson 
City, Mo. 
As soon as he arrived there 
he wrote to President M cKinley asking 
for a pardon in the name of their old 
companionship. 
Allen 
addressed 
the president as 
“ my dear old com rade.” 
He recalled 
the battles in which they had fought 
together, m entioning scenes that will 
be impressed on President McKinley’s 
mind w hile he lives. 
The president considered the letter 
and it troubled him. 
He bad the high­ 
est office in the land, and a slight use 
of his great power would suffice to save 
an old comrade from imprisonment and 
disgrace. 
A llen bad no moral or legal 
right to a pardon, but are sentiment 
aud old companionship to count for 
nothing? That they count for much was 
the view of the major, and Allen wa* 
pardoned. 
When he received it recently, be re­

THE WOODPECKER.

There is an article by Frank M. 
Chapman iii Bt. Nicholas on 
“ Th e 
L ittle Drum mer of the Woods, 
giving 
much curious information concerning 
the woodpecker. Mr. Chapm an *ay*: 
If we had a woodpecker in our hands, 
we should see in the beginning that its 
bill is uot slightly hooked, w ith the 
upper mandible turned down at its end 
and overlapping tho under m andible, a- 
in the crow and nth*r birds that ' ‘pick 
up a living,” but thai both mandibles 
are of equal length and cut squarely 
off at the tip. 
It is, therefore, like a 
Wedge or chisel, 
Perhaps the tip of the bird’s tongue 
will be seen appearing through it-* near 
ly closed mandibles, and our attention 
is at once attracted by its peculiar 
shape. 
We discover that it is rem ark­ 
ably long, aud when fully extended 
reaches almost if not quite an inch be 
yond the point of the bill. 
It is not. 
flat, like the crow’s, hut round and 
fleshy, and has a sharp, horny point, 
which, by looking at it very closely, we 
see has a series of barbs on both sides. 
In 
the m eantim e our bauds have 
doubtless been pricked by the bird’s 
tail feathers, each feather being stiff, 
bristly and pointed at the en d 
Some 
of the larger woodpeckers—the pi leafed 
and ivorybill, for instance— have this 
singular kind of tail feather highly de­ 
veloped. The main stem or shaft of the 
feather is much lurger than usual, and 
eaoh barb growing from this shaft is 
curved downward and inw ard aud is 
strong and pointed. 
Comparing this 
featlier with the flat tail feather of a 
crow, we see at once how different it is 
in form. 
The wings do not impress us as in 
any way unusual. 
They are neither 
very long nor very short, but the a r­ 
rangem ent of the toes is so peculiar 
that they were at once commented upon 
by a blind girl, to whom I had handed 
a specimen of one of these birds. 
In ­ 
stead of the disposition common to most 
birds, three toes directed forward and 
one backward, we discover two front 
toes and two hind ones, and we will 
note also th at each toe is armed w ith a 
strong curved nail.

In a few m inutes this 
noble edifice that had been in course of 
construction more than 20 years and 
containing the library of congress aud 
vast quantities of official documents of 
great historical value was destroyed. 
“ Now thoroughly aroused to 
their 
work of plunder, a howling crowd of 
the desperate m arauders hurried to the 
White House in the hope perchance of 
capturing the president aud his wife. 
Finding the house locked aud deserted, 
they battered down the doors, aud, con­ 
soling themselves for the loss of their 
distinguished captives by a ruthless de­ 
struction of the furniture, they raided 
the larder aud regaled themselves w ith 
a hastily prepared feast in the state 
dining room.

m aining provisions and breaking aud 
m utilating whatever they could readily 
lay their hands on. they concluded their 
visit by sotting fire to the home of the 
president..

Whoever has picked up a live lobster 
iii a m arket and found the big claw* 
drooping, J»s they will if the lobster 
hasn’t much life left iii him, is sure to 
he Interested when he sees the lobster 
here walking off briskly on his slender 
legs, carrying his big claws in front of 
him ch ar of the ground and his heavv 
tail clear likewise. 
His ordinary m an­ 
ner of progression is forward, and Win n 
he turns he swings his heavily weighted 
projecting ends w ith facility, but if he 
meets an obstruction or an enemy his 
usual way is to dart backward and per­ 
haps diagonally upward through the 
water, which the lobster eau do w ith 
great suddenness. 
The lobster’s feeding apparatus is 
wonderful. 
About the mouth there are 
lots of little attachm ents, all the time 
in motion when the lobster is feeding, 
which slice the food off in little shreds 
as the lobster holds it up to his mouth.

The Zulu jinrikisha men are com 
pelted by the English authorities to 
wear a uniform — a white linen tunic 
aud loose w hite trousers cut off above 
the knee. They were like children play­ 
ing at horse in the nursery, aim they 
uttered continuous native gurgling*, 
partly like turtledoves and partly like 
the h allelu jah ejaculations at one of our 
African M ethodist camp meetings. They 
all appeared very happy during this 
performance, which continued so long 
that I calculated the amount of energy 
expended to represent about ten m iles 
of unpaid travel. 
Though the body 
dross was uniform, there was m agnifi­ 
cent diversity regarding head decora­ 
tion. One would wear a common straw* 
hat hung around the brim w*ith tassels 
suggestive of a pagoda, and the chief 
delight of the wearer was in shaking 
his head for the pleasure of m aking the 
tassels dance. 
Another had fastened a 
pair of cow horns ou either side of his 
head im m ediately above the ears, and 
he grinned at me so effusively that I 
concluded he m ust have taken great 
pains w ith the construction of this 
hideous headpiece. 
Tile kinky top of a 
third had been interlaced with au enor­ 
mous profusion of long strings of wool, 
to which small fluffy balls were a t­ 
tached at short intervals. 
The head of a negro so decorated 
looked like a huge black mop or one 
of those Bkye terrier dogs about whom 
one is never safe in saying which is the 
other end. 
In repose it is uncanny, but 
when 
your jinrikisha Zulu springs 
about in the shafts and throws bis head 
up and dow*u like a colt im patient of 
the bit the effect upon the newly ar­ 
rived is akin to w hat I once experienced 
when a long black log of wood upon 
which I proposed to rest myself turned 
out to be a huge black snake resting 
from his gastronomic exercises.—Poult­ 
ney Bigelow in H arper’s Magazine.
